There was little spar- 
ring. The men stood chest to chest 
and traded blow for blow.

three minutes of battle, Wilson went 
down.

/ Health sermons and lectures will 
be given Sunday, with the speakers 
stressing mother and infant welfare 
work to reduce the infant mortality 
which is said to be about double that 
among white persons. It will be em- 
phasized during the week that the 
negro death rate, as shown by cen-

Physicans had declared early in the 
night that in the event of the death 
of one of the-sisters the other would 
die quickly, as their brother, Frank 
Blazek, had refused to permit an 
operation which would sever their 
bodies. 


The twins had been in the hos- 


pital 10 days. Josefa was ill with 
•ellow jaundice and 
that was fol- 


owed by pneumonia. 
Shortly before 


her death Rosa was afflicted with 
ronchitis. 
Preparations had been made for 


he severing operation and the phy- 
icians were ready to make every 
ffort to save the life of at least one 


of the women. 


Hope of saving the life of Josefa 


was abandoned at midnight, accord- 
ing to Dr. B. H. Breakstone, chief of 
the surgical staff at the hospital. 


"I tried to get the consent of the 


brother to operate to save the life 
of Rosa but he refused to give his | 
permission," added the physician. 


Dr. Breakstone explained that a 


delicate operation would have been 
necessary. Before 
their 
death he 


had expressed the opinion that the 
psycological 
affinity of the 
twins 


was so vital that if one 'should die 
the other might also succumb before 
the band of flesh and bone that joins 
them could be severed. 


Although the twins possessed sep- 
erate respiratory and cardiac sys- 
tems, Dr. Breakstone explained that 
they had only one set of secondary 
digestive and 
procreative organs. 


The operation, he said, would have 
necessitated the building up of a 
part of the digestive and other es- 
sential organs to save the life of one 
twin. Rosa was once married, her 
name being Rosa Blazek Dvorak. 
She is survived by a normal 11-year- 
old boy. Her husband was a cap-

They died without making- a will al- 
though their attorney has been at 
the hospital several days in the hope 
that they would be in condition to 
dictate the document. 


As the women grew weaker last 
night physicians pleaded with the 
brother to permit an operation hos 
pital attendants stated. - He was the 
only adult relative capable under the 
llanois law of giving his consent. 


"No," the brother was quoted as 
having said. "No, not even if Rosa 
lives for hours after Josefa's death. 
There shall be no operation." 


Dr. J. Otragovre, personal physi- 
cian of the twins, appealed to the 
brother without success. Then their 
attorney was asked to intervene but 
he declined to assume responsibility.

Hagerstown, Md., March 30.—Aft- 
er a night bordering on rioting in 
which a passenger train was virtual- 
ly held as prisoner for more than 
two hours, peace was restored late 
last night, after a

striking shopmen, officials of the 
road and 
police authorities. The 
trouble began with the arrival of a 
tram carrying a carload of men re- 
cruited for the local railroad shops 
whose men are out in protest to the 
contract system of operation. 


When the situation had been ex- 


plained to the strike breakers. 58 of 
the 79 men brought here, it is said, 
declared they would return to Balti- 
more. The crowd then dispersed. 


.when the train bearing the strike- 
breakers stopped at a street crossing 
on the way to the roundhouse where 
the men were to be unloaded, it was 
immediately surrounded by a crowd 
which began hammering on the bag- 
gage car in which the 
men were 


locked and rocks were thrown, break- 
ing one of the windows. In the con- 
fusion some one uncoupled the en- 
gine. When the locomotive started 
again the air hose broke and the 
crowd pressed in, blocking all efforts 
to recouple the train.

Columbus, March 30.—Uncertainty 


today surrounded the situation at 
Lorain brought about by the alleged 
request of State Prohibition Com- 
missioner Parker yesterday 
that 


Mayor Grail resign because of lax- 
ity of prohibition law enforcement; 
by the later announcement of Gov- 
ernor Davis that no authority had 
been given by him for such action 
and by Parker's subsequent refusal 
to comment further tha nto say he 
had been in conference with the Lo- 
rain mayor. 


A full statement of the case prom- 
ised by the prohibition chief after 
he has examined various reports on 
law enforcement conditions in Lo- 
rain, is awaited with interest. After 
arriving here from Lorain last night 
Parker would not reply to questions 
as to whether 
he had 
requested 
Mayor Grail to relinquish his office 
The chief executive said that while 
Parker had gone to Lorain following 
complaints of liquor law violations 
he had been instructed merely to 
gather information. 
The governor 
said he was awaiting a report from 
Parker before taking action on the 
complaints. 
Grail refused to heed 
the request that he give up his of- 
fice, characterizing 
the episode as 
an attempt by political enemies to 
oust him. He said he did not know 
Parker and that he was not certain 
that the man who requested his res- 
ignation was the prohibition com- 
missioner. 


Commissioner 
Parker's 
trip to 
Lorain yesterday constituted the sec- 
ond investigation to be made of law 
enforcement under Mayor Grail's ad- 
ministration. The fifirst was made 
some months ago and the mayor sub- 
sequently warned by Governor Davis 
that strict compliance with all laws 
must be required.

Indianapolis, 
March 30.—One of 
the peculiar practices of the soft coa 
industry is the "check off" system 
a collecting agency for union dues 
To.a large extent, it is the financial 
backbone of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America. The operators also 
use- it for collecting money due them 
from their workmen. 


In brief, the "check-off" results in 
a part of a miner's wages 
being 


withheld for a specified payment— 
his dues, in case of the union, and 
various expenditures, made in his be- 
half by his employer, in case of the 
operator. 


The origin of the "check-off" is un- 


known. Some operators have de- 
clared that any settlement must pro- 
vide for its discard, and the union a 
few months ago threatened a nation- 
wide strike in its defense. However. 
it has been a recognized method of 
collecting1 union dues for 25 years, 
and practiced longer than that time 
)y the operators 
for their 
own 
benefit. 


Tho federal circuit court of ap-i 


peals at Chicago recently ruled tha 
as far as existing contracts disclos 
"the check-off is the voluntary as 
signment by the 
employes of s 


much of his wages as may be neces 
sary to meet his union dues and hi 
direction to his employer to pay th 
amount to th© treasurer of his union 
in that aspect the contract provisioi 
is legal, and quite evidently ther 
are many lawful purposes for whicl 
dues may be used." 


An attack on the "check-off"—th, 
union's part of it—is made in an In 
dictment, pending in the court here 
charging operators and miners in 
the central competitive field 
with 


conspiracy to violate the Sherman 
anti-trust law. Incidental to 
the 


main charge that the operators and 
miners combined to control produc 
tion and prices, the indictment re 
ferred to the "check-off" as indicat 
ing a close relation betwen the two 
and declaring the purpose, as "wei: 
known and understood," was to pro 
vide funds for the 
union's allegec 


efforts to stop coal production at 
non-union mines. Action in the case 
has been at a standstill for months. 
Opponents of the "check-off" also as- 
sert that it is reflected in the price 
of coal. 


In 
defense of the 
"check-off," 


union officials interpret it as a "con- 
venient method, mutually agreed be- 
tween employer and employe, for 
collecting dues," President John L. 
Lewis of the United Mine Workers 
)f America, adds that opponents 
'set up the_'check-off' as a straw 
man for the basis of other propa- 
randa." 


"The 'check-oft' is not the creation 


jf the union," says Mr. Lewis. "It 
vas founded years ago by the op- 
rators, and is still practiced by. 


them. Company rent, supplies, too 
and a long, \ong Hst of charges- 
some almost unique—-are found I 
the operators' 'check-off," and dow 
at the end of the list appears thi 
monthly item: 'United Mine Work 
ers of America dues, 76 cents. 
"The importance to the union o 
the 'check-off' is convenience." 


Where the 
"check-off" for th 


union first started is not known. Th 
operators it seems practiced it fo 
themselves, and when they got t 
bargaining with the union, traditior 
is that the miners said "now yoi 
have checked-oftt everything else, jus 
check off our dues." 


Before this, the tradition is tha 


the local unions had committees to 
stand at the mouth of the mine on 
the day when dues were to be paid 
and if a miner refused payment, th< 
committee sent 
him 
home. 
This 
practice is said often interferred with 
mine operations . by 
reducing the 


needed labor supply, and Increased 
:he willingness of operators to adopt 
:he "check-off" for the union. 
The "check-off" became a part ol 


:he inter-state wage agreement made 
'or the Central Competitive Field in 
1898, and not only has been renewed 
>y subsequent agreements but also 
has been pushed into other fields 
until now two-thirds of the 
half 


million union miners settle dues by 
he "check-off." However, the "check- 
ff" is not universal throughout the 
oal industry. It IB not used in the 
tartly unionized soft coal fields, and 
Iso is missing in the Pennsylvania 
nthracite fields.

Chicago, 
March 
30.—The radio- 


phone has joined Chicago's police 
department. 


It's working 24 hours a day from 


its sending station on the city hall 
roof and receiving apijaratus In out- 
lying precincts. 


And It's making Chicago's crooks 


nervous! 


Nine fast racing cars in the ser- 


vice of city detective 
headquarters 


now are equipped 
with 
complete 


radio sending and receiving sets, 
keeping them continually in touch 
with headquarters. 


These cars are stationed In dif- 
ferent parts of the city for use in 
emergency cases, 
as 
holdups- or 
murders. 


Sitting in his down town office 


the detective chief, learning of a 
spectacular robbery in some outly- 
ing precinct, can dispatch the near- 
est car to the scene of action by em- 
ploying his radio instrument. 


And when 
the car is rushing 
through city streets at top speed it 
;an stay in uninterrupted connec- 
tion with headquarters. 


Outlying precinct 
stations now 


carry on most of their important 
communications with headquarters 
by means of radio 
instead of the 


old-fashioned wire telephone 


Chief of Police Fitzmorris is en- 
thusiastic over the future of radio 
m police work. He has written here 
his own story of the department's 
accomplishments for the benefit of 
police in other cities. 


"Not long ago most of us were in- 


clined to look sceptically on the ef- 
ficacy and practicability of radio " 
says Police Chief 
Charles C. Fitz- 
morris. 


'In Chicago we have been using 
the wireless 
telephone as an ad- 
junct to police work for several 
months. We are completely satisfied 
with results. 


"I predict a great future for the 
, utilization of radio as a crime pre- 
.. ventive. 


I ^'rt makes 
f°r efficiency every- 


.' where by providing instant com- 
' munication. 


'And it lessens ten to one the 
chances of the escaping crooks to 
make good his get-tway. 


"That's because radio is almost an 


ubiquitous agent. The policeman of 
the future, I predict, will no lon- 
ger go stalking his man with a 
gun or billy, but 
rather will sit 


calmly at the station 
desk, and 


trail the criminal through the air 
with the speed of light. 


"So far we have not found it prac- 


tical here to equip individual pa- 
trolmen with unit sending and re- 
ceiving sets, but have confined our- 
selves mostly to installing radio up- 
paratus on flying 
squadron cars 


and in the various outlying precinct 
stations. 


"All of these agencies are conse- 
quently simultaneously 
in touch 


with each other and with headquart- 
ers as well. 


"I must say that wireless en- 
courages me as a police chief be- 
cause of its possibilities to aid • in 
the work of crime detection. 
"I consider the day not far off 


when thec rook 
will not wonder 


what policeman is in pursuit, but 
rather will grow apprehensive try- 
ing to figure out what wave length 
is being used to bring him to jus- 
tice!" 


PALESTINE IS 


NOT SATISFIED 


Constitution Proposed By 


England Finds Extrem- 
ists Are Opposed While 
Natives Almost Pleased 


Jerusalem. — Publication 
of 
the 


newly proposed constitution for Pal- 
estine which was completed after 
long discussion between representa- 
tives of the British government and 
of Arab and Jews of this country 
caused wide-spread rejoicing and a 
good deal of dissent. 
It is evident 
that the extremists on all sides of 
the controversy here are not satis- 
fied but on the other hand there is 
an apparent majority who regard 
the new draft as a compromise which 
should satisfy the aspirations of all 
concerned. These generally express 
the hope that the new constitution 
will be speedily adopted and confirm- 
ed by the League of Nations. 


On the other hand the dissentists, 
Arabs and Jews alike, have organ- 
ized themselves to obtain the modifi- 
cation, of some of the terms in the 
draft. 
The natives want the grant- 


ing of nationality to be made contin- 
gent up on a residence of five years 
instead of almost no residence as 
proposed. 


The Zionists object to giving the 
Arabs a majority in the legislative 
council.

Constantinople. — Newspaper or- 
gans of the Nationalist government 
at Angora assert that some Ameri- 
cans are among the capitalistic 
groups who have annroached the 
government of Kemal Pasha to ob- 
tain concessions in Anatolia to ex- 
ploit mines and forests, to obtain 
raw materials, introduce agricultural 
machinery and 
establish clothin~ 
and shoe factories. 


The minister of public works of 


thj Angora government has inform- 
ed newspapers there that American 
capitalists have 
proposed to con- 
struct two railway lines, one from 
Samsoun to the Persian frontier. 
passing Erivan and Van and 
the 


other extending from Mossul to Bit- 
lis. These offers, he said, had been 
accepted by the ministry but not 
finally authorized, 


Some of the mining concessions 


now sought by the American capi- 
talists were granted by the Sublime 
Porte to nationals of France and 
Great Britian but the government of 
Kemal Pasha had annulled them. 


Agents of European governments 
here are anxiously watching the ex- 
pansion of American influence in 
Anatolia which they consider a seri- 
ous menace to their interests. 


London.—Princess Mary borrowed 


Viscount Lascelles sword to cut the 
huge wedding cake which was served 
at her wedding breakfast. When the 
party had assembled in the dining 
room of Buckingham Palace, King 
George invited the Princess to lead 
the attack on the formidable 100- 
pound confection. 


Viscount Lascelles acted as her es- 
cort and as they approached the 
huge cake he handed her his sword. 
Prince Henry who was close behind 
his sister offered to get a hatchet 
but Princess Mary laughingly de- 
clined. 
^ 


The Duke of York evoked a laugh 
by suggesting that a Louis (machine) 
gun might settle the thing more ex- 
peditiously than either sword or hat- 
chet. 


The 
Daily News correspondent 
who thus describes the fun at the 
wedding breakfast failed 
to atate 
what success the Princess had with 
the sword. He says that when the 
Queen Mother, Alexandra arrived 
at Buckingham Palace 
after 
the 
wedding ceremony, Princess Mary 
made an impetus dash at her and the 
two embraced affectionately. 


The Duke of York remarked that 
Queen Alexandra was the first to 
kiss the 
bride, but Queen Mary 


smilingly refuted it, saying that she 
nad kissed the Princess when the 
register was being signed 
in 
the 


chapel of Edward, the Confessor 


"Well, anyhow," the Duke of York 
is quoted as saying, "I am going to 
'be the first bachelor to kiss her," 
and he did it so emphatically as to 
cause a laugh at his expense. 


King George suggested that the 
Duke might like to kiss all 
the 
bridesmaids also- but at this point 
the Duke's nerve evidently failed 
him. 


Sofia, Bulgaria.—A conflict 
has 


occurred between' the 'commission of 
reparations in Sofia and the Bulga- 
rian government. 
The government 


ordered the prefects to inform the 
people that the allies had agreed to 
a postponement of the payment of 
reparation. 


The committee of the reparations 
commission promptly issued an offi- 
cial communique denying the report. 
The Bulgarian censorship prevented 
the publication of the reparations 
commission's denial in the newspa- 
pers.

HUNGARY NEARLY FREE 


FROM FOOD SHORTAGE 


London.—Owing to the steadily 


improving food conditions in Hun- 
gary, the American Relief adminis- 
tration has closed its offices. 


Stocks sufficient to carry the re- 


lief work up to next June have been 
left for distribution by the local com- 
mittee, whose president. Professor 
James Bokay, has sent the following 
cable to Herbert Hoover, chairman 
of the American Relief administra- 
tion. "Permit to convey on behalf 
of this suffering nation its undying 
gratitude for the noble humanitarian 
work which- America under the es- 
steemed leadership has extended to 
us in our hour of need. May you 
be given strength for continuation 
of your great world leadership." 


Since August, 1921, 
when 
the 


American 
Rplief 
administration 
started operating in Hungary, 42,- 
000,000 meals have been served and 
the total value of food and clothing 
distributed amounts to $1,205.639. 


Philadelphia has over 9,000 manu- 


facturing 
plants 
operated on the 
factory system, with capital invest- 
ed amounting to $700,00,000. 


Indianapolis,

What are the coal miners asking 
for in new wage contracts with the 
operators? 


Briefly, the anthracite 
miners 


want increased wages, the bitumin- 
ous miners want to retain present 
basic scales, and the operators in 
both fields want 
wage 
proposals. 


While both sides 
include 
various 


other demands in tneir wage-propos- 
als, the main issue is wages. 
In 


brief, the miners' demands are as 
follows: 


Bituminous—Removal of differen- 
tials within and between districts 
so as to result in increased waeres 
for some workers and reduction for 
none; establishment of the 6-hour 
day, 
5-days-week: pay and one-half 


overtime work, and double pay foi 
Sunday and holiday work; weeklj 
paydays; a wapre contract for two 
years, ending March 31. 1924. 


Anthracite—20 per cent increase 


of wages for tonnage workers, and 
$1 a day advance for laborers; aboli- 
tion of sub-contracting through in- 
dividual agreements; establishment 
of the 'check-off" system of collet-t- 
ing: union dues by operators with- 
holding sums from miners' wages; 
uniformity of wages for similar oc- 
cupations; extension of the eight- 
hour day to includo all workers; 
a uniform "consideration" day wage 
for miners whose wage is reduced 
by abnormal working conditions: in- 
creased pay for overtime work: con- 
tract for two years, ending March 
31, 1924.

IS THE BALANCE RESTORED? 


The principal reason for the depression prevailing through 1921, was 


it the prices of farm products had fallen so much more than the prices 
^ 
^ products, that the farmers and farm workers could not buy 


factory stuff. Hence the factories ran irregularly or shut down. 


The principal reason why factory products did not fall as far as farm 


products, was that they were still paying pretty nearly war time wages. 
It was inevitable, therefore, either that farm products would have to go 
higher, or that factory wages would have to come down. 


Recent months, however, have seen a decided advance in prices paid 


to the farmers for their products. This may have put them on a basis 
where they can buy factory stuff. That remains to be seen. Also it may 
prove that by widespread efforts to market their stuff co-operatively, they 
may be able to secure a larger proportion of the price paid by the con- 
sumer, which will accomplish just as much for their benefit. 


The return of prosperity depends therefore upon whether the prices 


• of farm and factory products have reached a level fair to both interests. 


If they have, so that the farmers can buy the supplies which they have 
been denying themselves so long, there ought within a few months to de- 
velop a pronounced business boom. 


But if the farmer is still relatively worse off, as compared with his 


returns in the pre-war period, then he will never buy with his former 
freedom until prices of factory stuff come off another notch. 


Every class in society will do well to put its product at a price that 


.'will enable it to sell. No element of people gain anything by standing 
.out for prices or wages- so high that the rest of the community can r.o: 
•afford to buy their product. The main thing is to get everybody to work. 
"which, will mean more prosperity for everybody.

Tho work of the board throughout 


the nation is carried on through nine 
district officials, each a field repre- 
sentative. Those in turn are aided by 
field agents, located in cities near 
the army or navy posts. The field 
agents keep in touch with the medi- 
cal officers of tho armed forces and 
receive weekly reports as to how 
much or how little commercialized 
*-ice in each locality is undermining 
the health of the men. Closing the 
red light district in one city resulted 
in cutting the disease rate from 199 
to 27, which is cited as a "health' 
example in disease- prevention." 


The field agents keep 
in 
touch 


with the municipal, county and state 
health officials, police officers and 
other organizations. 
Thus very ac- 


curate figures are obtainable on the 
commercialized vice question.

board's figures are also good indi- 
cators of the conditions which exist 
among

population. 


Through these field 
officers 
the 


board is quickly able to place its 
hands on the vice situation in any 
part of the country. 
The results 


hax'e been that 77 districts have been 
closed, and that hundreds of cities 
have staged "clean-ups" which will 
have an important effect on the fig- 
ure generations of Americans.

PROTEST TAME 


RABBIT SAUSAGE 


Berlin. — Germans 
are 
turning 
against the use of tame rabbits as 
food. 
Rabbit sausage was a staple 


of the Teuton table in wartime and 
Germans explained its present un- 
popularity by saying they had too 
much of it in the "hunger period." 


Millions of tame rabbits were im- 


ported from Belgium and Holland 
by the states and the municipalities 
and sold at a nominal cost to the 
citizens, 
who 
established 
rabbit 
hutches and bred them to replenish 
the beef and pork supply in the 
war. 


Berlin alone 
bought 
100,000,000 
marks worth of rabbits in one order, 
for which the city is still indebted. 
Whole trainloads of tfle little ani- 
mals were distributed from 1917 to 
the middle of the following year. 


Many families tasted no other 


meat but rabbit for months, and the 
sweetish flavor of it palled. 
Then 
came a time when tho cost of rab- 
bit feed became so high that the cit- 
izens were compelled to kill the an- 
imals and eat them, or see them 
starve. Soon the rabbit houses on 
the roofs of buildings, on balconies, 
in backyards, gardens, and odd cor- 
ners of alleys and streets, disap- 
peared. 
Wild rabbit is still sold in the 


market stalls, but the tame variety 
of the species has virtually vanish- 
ed, unlamented. 
CONSOLIDATE POOR 


SOVIET REPUBLICS 


Tiflis, 
Georgia — The 
commercial 


consolidation of the four Soviet re- 
publics of the Caucasus,— Armenia, 
Azerbaijan, Georgia, and the Little 
Mountain republic — has been effected 
with thi» 
city as the 
controlling 


capital. 
The respective presidents of the 


four republics will remain, but the 
consolidation is expected to reduce 
to a minimum the old boundary and 
customs disputes. 
The new economic policy, launched 


by Moscow last fall whereby com- 
merce is free, has resulted in the 
opening of many stores, the increase 
of business, and the general improve- 
ment of living conditions. Food and 
clothes, while scarce, are much cheap- 
er than in Moscow.

The railroads, under the single 


control of Mironov. are operating and 
a direct train service to Moscow in 
five days has been established. 
Business with Persia is reviving, 


and freight is again being shipped 
from Persia to Constantinople. The 
Bteamer service between Baku and 
Enzeli on the Caspian Sea, have been 
restored, as well as caravan routes.
